This community has a wonderful opportunity for a huge 
recreational program. Park land and school grounds are 


available. 
All it takes is money and 
Upland city councilmen are 


personnel. 
working on a very conserva- 


tive budget and we do not believe they are inclined to allo- 
cate additional funds for recreational facilities right now. 
A community recreational program could be expanded right 
now if organizations and individuals would provide what 
cannot be obtained from the city hall. 


For example, there ig San Antonio park, a large area 


on the west side of Mountain 


Ave. near 24th St., an ideql 


site for recreational facilities for residents in the northern 
part of Upland and San Antonio Heights. A few hundred 
dollars and much work on the.part of some individuals or 
members of some public-spirited organization would provide 
a suitable baseball diamond and other recreational equip- 


ment. 


Even the land at the so-called 18th St. school might be 
converted into a good neighborhood recreational center. 


We have the Upland high school campus, which may 
have a swimming pool within a few months. The high school 
gymnasium is also open for public use under supervision.
